ALUMNI  MEETINGS 

More  than  one  hundred  alumni  came 
back  to  the  Mountain  for  the  Com- 
mencement season  this  year,  assem- 
bling from  twenty-five  states.  Thirty- 
nine  classes  were  represented. 

The  session  of  the  Alumni  Council, 
with  twenty-two  members  in  attend- 
ance, was  the  first  official  meeting  of 
the  alumni.  The  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni  for  the  year  was  dis- 
cussed and  the  necessary  business  con- 
ducted. The  Alumni  Fund  for  the 
year  1933-34  was  disposed  of  as  fol- 
lows: $500.00  to  the  University  for 
operating  expenses  and  the  remainder 
added  to  the  Associated  Alumni  En- 
dowment Fund,  the  income  of  which 
goes  to  the  University. 

At  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the 
Associated  Alumni  about  eighty  alum- 
ni were  present  and  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest was  shown.  Reports  of  officers 
were  given,  various  resolutions  passed, 
and  elections  held.  One  of  the  most 
important  measures  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  on  publicity  to 
work  with  the  University  authorities 
to  secure  better  publicity  for  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Bishop  Thomas  F.  Gailor  was  toast- 
master  at  the  Alumni  Banquet  which 
was  attended  by  107  alumni  and  guests, 
and  which  was  by  common  consent  de- 
clared to  be  one  of  the  best  in  many 
years.  The  speakers  were  Fain  Crav- 
ens, '34,  Emmett  Baker,  '17,  Maj.-Gen. 
Frank  Cheatham,  '88,  Dr.  Edward 
Quintard,  Hon.,  and  Dr.  B.  F.  Finney, 
'91,  Vice-Chancellor.

THE    1934    FOOTBALL    SEASON 


It  is  a  rather  difficult  job  to  write 
of  the  football  season  just  ended,  be- 
cause there  are  so  many  years  that 
your  memories  cover.  To  those  of 
you  of  "  'way  back  when"  and  the 
"good  old  days  of  Skinny  Shipp"  it 
perhaps  seemed  a  very  disastrous 
year,  and  even  the  generation  of  the 
past  ten  years  might  (and  not  with- 
out reason)  think  that  things  are  not 
like  they  once  were.  True  it  is  that 
Sewanee  lost  all  of  her  Conference 
games;  true  also,  that  she  lost  to  Army, 
Southwestern,  and  Cumberland,  but  in 
all  of  these  games  Sewanee  continued 
to  play  the  brand  of  football  that  has 
made  her  name  synonomous  with 
"fight".  She  had  only  too  little  to  fight 
with;  that  is  the  story  in  a  nut-shell. 
As   a   speaker   at   the   football   banquet 


expressed  it,  "This  team  never  felt  any 
sense  of  inferiority  when  battling  with 
her  peers." 

In  the  Army  game,  the  score  was  20-0 
at  the  half,  and  strange  to  say,  the  boys 
grew  stronger  as  the  game  progressed. 
In  the  Alabama  game  the  score  was 
14-6  at  the  half.  In  the  Mississippi 
game  it  was  6-6  with  eight  minutes  to 
play.  In  the  Vanderbilt  game  it  was 
6-0  with  ten  minutes  left,  and  so  it 
went.  The  boys  gave  all  they  had, 
but  unfortunately  it  was  not  enough. 
To  those  of  us  up  here,  this  team  was 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  many 
years,  and  before  the  season  started 
v/e  looked  forward  to  seeing  some 
very,  very  bad  Saturdays.  They  were 
light,  inexperienced,  and  not  too  heav- 
ily endowed  with  football  ability,  and 
yet  they  came  through  a  very  hard 
season  without  a  really  bad  defeat 
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ANOTHER  SEWANEE  BROADCAST 

Every  alumnus  should  tune  in  at  650 
kilocycles  on  Friday,  December  21,  at 
eight  o'clock  for  the  Sewanee  broad- 
cast. This  broadcast  will  be  different 
from  the  previous  one,  in  that  it  will 
not  be  historical  but  will  aim  to  pre- 
sent in  song  and  drama  the  claims  of 
the  University  for  consideration  at  the 
present  time.

FOOTBALL  SCORES 

Last  year  the  Graduate  Manager  of 
Athletics  prepared  and  had  printed  a 
complete  record  of  Sewanee's  football 
scores  from  1891  through  1933.  During 
that  period  the  team  played  344  games, 
191  of  which  were  won,  125  lost,  and 
28  tied.  The  record  is  arranged  by  con- 
ferences with  totals  for  each  group. 
Copies  were  given  to  all  alumni  pres- 
ent at  the  alumni  banquet  on  Alumni 
Day  in  June.  It  was  not  possible,  how- 
ever, to  print  enough  to  mail  to  each 
alumnus.  The  Alumni  Office  will  be 
glad  to  send  a  copy  to  any  alumnus 
who  requests  it,  as  long  as  the  supply 
lasts. 


Athletic    Pictures 

The  Athletic  Office  is  making  an  en- 
deavor to  secure  pictures  of  all  Sewa- 
nee athletic  teams  and  now  has  hang- 
ing on  its  walls  a  very  good  collection.

STUDENT  STATISTICS 

The  University  opened  its  seventy- 
eighth  session  with  an  encouraging  in- 
crease in  enrollment  of  fifteen  men. 
The  tolal  enrollment  of  the  college  and 
theological  departments  is  now  249 
students. 

A  geographical  survey  of  the  student 
body  shows  that  its  members  repre- 
sent 27  states  and  one  foreign  country. 
The  students  are  affiliated  with  eleven 
religious  denominations. 

The  new  men  number  89,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  57  of  them  were 
influenced  to  enter  Sewanee  by  alum- 
ni and  students.  Twenty-seven  new 
students  have  alumni  relatives.  Twelve 
new  men  are  the  sons  of  Sewa- 
nee alumni,  making  the  total  num- 
ber in  the  student  body  35.  These 
new  students,  with  their  fathers,  are 
listed  below:

The  1934  Football  Squad 

A  survey  of  the  football  squad  of 
this  year  brings  to  light  some  highly 
significant  facts  which  should  be  of 
general  interest  to  Sewanee  men,  be- 
cause they  afford  convincing  evidence 
that  football  at  this  University  is  not 
exotic  in  character,  but.  on  the  con- 
trary constitutes  a  part  of  the  warp 
and  woof  of  the  University's  body  pol- 
itic. 

In  the  first  place,  it  may  be  noted 
that,  while  the  entire  student  body  had 
a  general  scholastic  average  of  80.68, 
for  last  year,  the  football  squad  of 
thirty  men  had  a  general  average  of 
82.01.  It  is  also  interesting  that  the 
fifteen  sophomore  members  of  the 
squad  attained  a  rating  of  84.17,  and 
that  no  member  of  the  entire  squad  had 
to  take  a  reexamination  to  enter  the 
college  in  September.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
moreover,  that  five  members  of  the 
squad  belong  to  the  Scholarship  So- 
ciety, and  one  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  That  this  condition  is  not  pe- 
culiar may  be  realized  from  the  fact 
that  in  only  three  years  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa's  existence  at  Sewanee  has  a 
member  of  the  squad  failed  to  make 
the  Society.  Of  the  B.A.  and  B.S. 
graduates  of  1934  exactly  one -half 
made  their  "S"  in  some  inter-collegiate 
sport. 

The  above  alone  is  sufficient  to  show 
that  football  men  at  Sewanee  are  not 
merely  athletes,  but  this  conclusion  is 
substantiated  by  some  further  facts. 
For  instance,  thirty  of  the  thirty-one 
men  who  compose  the  squad  are  mem- 
bers of  chapters  of  the  national  college 
fraternities  represented  at  Sewanee. 
And  again  eight  football  men  are  sons 
of  Sewanee  men,  two  others  had  older 
brothers  here,  and  one  more,  an  uncle. 
This  is  more  than  a  third  of  the  squad.

S.    M.  A.   Continues    Increase 
In    Enrollment 

The  sixty-eighth  session  of  the  Se- 
wanee Military  Academy  was  official- 
ly opened  on  September  14.  Regis- 
tration of  students  took  place  on  the 
14th  and  15th.  The  enrollment  at  pres- 
ent shows  one  hundred  and  five  board- 
ing Cadets  and  twenty-three  day  Ca- 
dets. The  registration  on  the  same 
date  last  year  was  eighty-four  board- 
ing Cadets  and  ten  day   Cadets. 

Major  General  Wm.  R.  Smith,  U.  S. 
A.,  Retired,  formerly  Superintendent 
of  the  United  States  Military  Academy 
at  West  Point  and  now  head  of  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy,  has  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  with  the  continued 
increase  in  enrollment  since  taking 
over  his  duties  here.  Several  new  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  register  immedi- 
ately after  the  Christmas  holidays  and 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  on 
January   27th. 

All  members  of  the  1933  faculty  have 
returned  and  two  new  men  have  been 
added.  Major  E.  H.  Shumate,  a  grad- 
uate of  Citadel,  has  taken  over  the 
duties  of  Commandant  and  is  Instruc- 
tor in  Military  Science  and  Tactics. 
Major  G.  L.  Reynolds,  for  ten  years 
Director  of  Athletics  at  Castle  Heights 
Military  Academy,  is  now  assistant 
coach  and  an  instructor  in  Mathematics. 
The  Junior  Department  of  the  Acad- 
emy has  enrolled  at  present  more  stu- 
dents than  in  any  year  in  the  past  and 
one  new  teacher  has  been  added  to  its 
staff. 

The  Academy  football  team  has  just 
completed  a  very  successful  season 
with  a  smashing  13  to  0  victory  over 
its  old  rival,  the  Wallace  School,  of 
Nashville. 


INTRAMURAL    ATHLETICS 

In  connection  with  the  article  on 
page  2  on  the  football  squad,  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  set  forth  some  facts  in 
regard  to  the  general  status  of  athletics 
at  Sewanee.  We  have  here  one  of  the 
first,  if  not  the  first,  systems  of  intra- 
mural athletics  originating  in  the  whole 
country.  This  system  has  been  so  de- 
veloped as  to  include  86.3  per  cent  of 
the  whole  student  body.  The  sports 
offered  are:  Baseball,  Basketball,  Ten- 
nis, Golf,  Track,  Cross  Country  Runs, 
Volley  Ball,  Handball,  and  Swimming 
Championships  are  awarded  annually 
to  the  fraternities  winning  contests  in 
each  of  these  sports  and  a  general 
championship  to  the  fraternity  earning 
the  largest  percentage  in  all  of  them. 
This  system  secures  the  interest  in 
athletics  of  such  a  large  proportion  of 
the  student  body  that  the  whole  body 
has  come  to  regard  athletics  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  and  this  fact  has  enabled

Our  light,  fast  backs 
could  not  get  under  way  due  to  the 
superiority  of  the  Vanderbilt  line.

SEWANEE    AT    WEST    POINT 

by  Charles  Edward  Thomas,  '27 
Lt.  Col.  Clayton  E.  Wheat,  Sewanee, 
'04,  former  chaplain  of  West  Point  and 
now  head  of  the  English  department, 
is  the  "Major  Mac"  of  West  Point. 
Speaking  at  a  pep  rally  held  by  the 
cadets  the  night  before  the  Sewanee 
game,  Col  Wheat  told  the  corps  of  Se- 
wanee's  colorful  history  and  its  close 
connection  with  West  Point  through  a 
number  of  outstanding  men  who  have 
been  associated  with  both  institutions 
The  Colonel  reminded  the  Corps 
that  he  had  always  sat  on  the  Army 
side  ot  the  field  but  said  that  on  Sat- 
urday he  would  be  not  only  on  the 
other  side  of  the  field  but  on  the  Se- 
wanee bench,  rooting  for  the  Army's 
opponent  and  hoping  that  Sewanee 
would    win. 

After  referring  to  Sewanee's  unique 
athletic  history,  Colonel  Wheat  .said 
that  a  great  problem  confronted  men 
in  the  South  before  death — whether 
to  go  to  Sewanee  or  Heaven  at  the  ap- 
pointed time. 

The  cadets  had  scarcely  finished  their 
rally  when  the  Sewanee  men  reached 
the  Point.  They  had  come  by  bus 
from  New  York  City,  having  been 
greeted  by  an  enthusiastic  group  of 
alumni  at  the  Pennsylvania  Station,  and 
after  a  workout  at  Baker  Field 
were  the  guests  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity for  supper.  Upon  its  arrival  at 
West  Point  the  team  was  cordially  en- 
tertained in  Washington  Hall  by  the 
Academy. 

Saturday  morning  was  the  real  be- 
ginning of  the  Sewanee  celebration. 
Alumni  were  arriving  constantly  and 
by  noon  there  was  the  largest  gather- 
ing of  Sewanee  alumni,  wives,  and 
friends  that  we  have  ever  seen  out- 
side the  South.  Luncheon  in  the  grille 
of  the  Thayer  Hotel  overlooking  the 
Hudson  brought  more  than  one  hun- 
dred alumni  together  for  one  of  the 
finest,  most  enthusiastic,  and  represen- 
tative gatherings  that  we  can  picture. 
Laymen  and  clergymen  came  from 
points  as  far  south  as  New  Orleans, 
as  far  west  as  Chicago,  and  from  many 
places  in  the  east.  The  New  York 
Alumni  Association  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  success  of  the  occasion. 
A  reception  for  the  team  and  alumni 
at  the  hotel  after  the  game  brought 
another  spirited  group   together. 

The  game  in  Michie  Stadium  climax- 
ed a  great  day.  The  light  Sewanee  team 
was  a  bit  slow  in  acclimating  itself  to 
the  New  York  setting,  but  when  it 
got  underway  there  was  no  more  scor- 
ing. Apparently  the  Army  coaches  felt 
that  the  game  would  be  another  set- 
up for  it  opened  with  the  Army's  sec- 
ond string  team.  Before  Sewanee  got 
the  feel  of  the  field  a  touchdown  was 
made,  then  another,  and  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter  a  third.  The  score  was 
20  to  0  and  then  the  Sewanee  Spirit 
came  out.  Before  the  half  Coach 
Davidson  saw  that  his  second  team  was 
gradually  being  outplayed  by  the  Se- 
wanee fighters.  We  don't  know  what 
happened  during  the  half — what  "Hec" 
Clark  said  to  his  team — but  the  game 
was  resumed  with  the  Army's  first 
string,  save  two  men,  playing  against 
Sewanee's  same  team,  and  the  Army 
never  scored  again.     Sewanee's  fighting 
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spirit  in  the  second  half  won  the  sup- 
port of  everyone  of  the  ten  thousand 
spectators.  There  was  no  man  on  the 
Sewanee  team  who  did  not  play  his 
hardest.  It  was  a  great  game.  As  one 
New  York  paper  said,  "Harry  Clark 
had  taught  a  bunch  of  fellows  how  to 
play  the  game  and  they  had  learned 
their  lesson." 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the 
West  Point  tradition  of  playing  taps 
lor  the  defeated  team  at  the  close  of 
game  was  not  kept  on  this  occasion.  It 
seemed  that  after  the  way  Sewanee 
played  in  the  last  half  the  bugler,  at 
least,  felt  that  taps  would  be  out  of 
order  and  they  were  not  blown  over 
the  Sewanee   team. 

The  demonstration  in  the  dining  hall 
Saturday  evening  is  another  illustration 
of  the  impression  Sewanee  made  at 
West  Point.  The  Sewanee  team  had 
dinner  with  the  cadet  corps  and  was 
escorted  the  length  of  the  dining  hall 
before  the  corps  finished  dinner.  The 
cadets  gave  the  Sewanee  men  the 
finest  applause  that  we  have  ever  heard 
and  we  were  told  by  senior  cadets 
that  it  was  the  greatest  handclapping 
they  had  ever  experienced  in  the  mess 
hall. 

At  the  formal  corps  dance  that  night 
the  Sewanee  team  was  the  guest  of  the 
corps  and  the  fact  that  the  men  were 
received  by  each  class  and  introduced 
to  the  dates  of  first,  second,  and  third 
classmen  was  another  special  courtesy 
not  shown  all  visitors  to  the  Point.  And 
when  the  Sewanee  men  left  the  Acad- 
emy Sunday  morning  for  their  return 
trip  to  the  Mountain,  Sewanee  had 
scored  more  than  touchdowns  and  had 
made  an  impression  which  will  not 
soon    be    obliterated. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
a  letter  received  by  the  athletic  de- 
partment from  an  official  at  West 
Point : 

"Everyone  here  was  much  impressed 
with  the  wonderful  fighting  spirit  of 
Sewanee  and  the  well-coached  team 
you  have.  Knowing  Sewanee  to  be  a 
small  school  in  number  of  students, 
some  people  had  expected  that  your 
team  might  be  a  little  weak,  but  they 
all  agreed  that  your  fighting  spirit 
overcame   this   disadvantage." 


WILLIE  SIX  DAI 

Students,  faculty,  alumni,  and  resi- 
dents gathered  on  the  football  field, 
alumni  sent  contributions,  and  the  Ath- 
letic Board  of  Control  provided  a  sil- 
ver loving-cup  to  make  "Willie  Six 
Day",  November  16,  one  to  be  long 
remembered   at   Sewanee. 

The  celebration  took  place  between 
the  halves  of  the  Cumberland  game. 
At  a  given  signal,  and  led  by  the 
S.  M.  A.  band,  the  occupants  of  the 
bleachers  paraded  down  the  field  to 
the  spot  where  the  presentation  was  to 
be  held.  As  soon  as  Willie  was  called 
from  the  gymnasium,  where  he  was 
working  over  an  injured  player,  Mr. 
Ralph  Ruch,  the  President  of  the  "S" 
Club,  made  him  an  honorary  member 
of  that  organization  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  of  membership  and 
also  gave   him   an   "S"  sweater. 

Next,  Mr.  Ruch  presented  Willie 
with  a  silver  loving-cup,  the  donation 
of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control,  with 
the  inscription,  "Faithful  Service, 
1909-1934." 

Finally,  Willie  was  given  a  substan- 
tial purse,  to  which  nearly  a  hundred 
alumni  from  twenty-five  states,  stu- 
dents, faculty,  residents  of  the  Moun- 
tain, and  friends  contributed. 

The  commemoration  of  the  fidelity  of 
a  trainer  by  such  a  celebration  as  this 
one  was  is  probably  unique  in  Ameri- 
can athletic  history.  Two  thousand 
letters  were  mailed  to  alumni,  urging 
them  to  the  Mountain  for  the  occasion 
and  inviting  their  contributions.  The 
athletic  organizations  vied  with  each 
other  in  their  gifts,  and  the  crowd  on 
the  gridiron  showed  their  enthusiasm 
and  warm  approval  by  their  cheers. 
Old  graduates  who  returned  especially 
for  the  day  came  from  Texas  to  North 
Carolina. 

No  one  will  deny  that  the  recipient 
of  these  gifts  and  honors  richly  de- 
serves them.  The  words  "Faithful 
Service"  on  the  A.  B.  C.  cup  sum  up 
the  reason  for  the  place  he  holds  in 
the  hearts  of  all  those  whom  he  has  at- 
tended. For  twenty-five  years  he  has 
never  missed  a  Sewanee  football  trip 
or  game,  and  the  letters  from  the  alum- 
ni testify  to  their  eagerness  to  show 
their  appreciation  for  this  faithfulness. 
Contributions  of  from  one  to  twenty 
dollars  came  in  from  all  over  the 
country;  to  say  nothing  of  two  gallons 
of  Louisiana  molasses.

One  of  the  most  popular  intra-mural 
sports  is  volley  ball  and  the  interest 
shown  this  fall  in  this  sport  has  been 
greater  than  ever.  No  one  who  is  on 
either  of  the  football  squads  is  eligible 
for  this  sport  and  therefore  other  men 
have  a  better  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate. The  Sigma  Nu  team  won  first 
place  in  the  league  standing  without 
the  loss  of  a  game,  the  Phi  Delta  Theta 
team  finished  second,  and  the  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  Pi  Kappa  Phi,  and  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  teams  tied  for  third  place. 
After  the  regular  season  several  games 
were  played  between  the  Sigma  Nu 
team  and  a  picked  "All-Star"  team.

About  Sewanee  Alumn 


Only  Living  Member  of  First 
Graduating   Glass 

We  are  indebted  to  H.  O.  (Pete) 
Weaver,  '28,  for  an  interesting  account 
of  an  interview  with  the  only  living 
member  of  Sewanee's  first  graduating 
class,  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Bringhurst,  of 
Houston,  Texas,  who  received  his 
Bachelor  of  Arts'  degree  with  the  Class 
of  1874.  Due  to  lack  of  space  the  in- 
terview cannot  be  reported  in  full  here 
but  it  was  printed  in  the  Purple  in  the 
issue  of  November  14. 

Mr.  Bringhurst  was  born  in  Houston 
and  has  spent  most  of  his  life  there. 
He  is  now  81  years  old  and  is  still 
physically  and  mentally  active.  He 
reads  widely  and  discusses  affairs  of 
national  and  international  interest.  He 
was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness until  about  fifteen  years  ago  when 
he  retired. 

Although  Mr.  Bringhurst  has  not  re- 
turned to  Sewanee  since  his  gradua- 
tion, he  was  greatly  interested  in  the 
news  of  the  Mountain  and  the  pictures 
which  Mr.  Weaver  took  him.  He  talk- 
ed at  length  about  his  days  as  a  stu- 
dent at  the  University.  We  are  glad 
to  have  this  contact  with  one  who  has 
the  distinction  of  being  a  member  of 
Sewanee's  first  graduating  class  and 
hope  that  it  will  be  possible  for  him 
to  visit  Sewanee  next  Commencement.

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President  Roosevelt 

Invited  to  Sewanee 


A  committee  from  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents of  the  University  called  on  Presi- 
dent Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  on  Febru- 
ary 15  to  present  to  him  an  invitation 
to  be  the  commencement  speaker  at 
the  University  in  June.  The  commit- 
tee was  composed  of  Bishop  Thomas 
F.  Gailor,  Chancellor  of  the  University; 
Dr.  B.  F.  Finney,  Vice-Chancellor;  and 
Charles  Edward  Thomas,  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Regents.  The  members 
of  the  committee  were  accompanied  to 
the  President's  office  by  Tennessee's 
Senators,  Kenneth  McKellar  and 
Nathan   L.   Bachman. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Editor  of  The  Se- 
wanee Purple,  Mr.  Thomas  writes  as 
follows  concerning  the  interview: 
"Soon  we  were  received  by  President 
Roosevelt,  who  was  cordial,  genial,  and 
charming.  He  immediately  evidenced 
his  knowledge  of  Sewanee  by  telling 
how  sorry  he  was  not  to  have  been  at 
Sewanee  for  Bishop  Gailor 's  celebration 
in  1933.  He  further  said  that  he  had 
never  been  at  Sewanee  and  it  was  one 
institution  he  wanted  to  visit. 

"As  spokesman  for  the  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  Bishop  Gailor 
invited  the  President  to  be  our  com- 
mencement speaker,  but  said  that  if  he 
could  not  be  there  in  June  we  would 
arrange  a  special  convocation  and  as- 
sure him  of  a  great  attendance  at  some 
time  that  would  be  convenient  to  him. 

"The  President  assured  us  of  his  in- 
terest and  said  that  he  felt  it  could  be 
arranged  at  some  future  date.  He  was 
then  told  of  Sewanee's  position  in  the 
South,  the  student  body  of  represen- 
tative and  outstanding  young  men,  her 
illustrious  alumni,  and  strategic  po- 
sition. 

"Dr.  Finney  gave  the  President  pic- 
tures of  the  F.  D.  Roosevelt  addition 
to  the  Public  School  at  Sewanee, 
which  interested  him. 

"Senators  McKellar  and  Bachman 
supported  the  Committee's  invitation 
and  urged  the  President's  considera- 
tion. It  v/as  an  interesting  visit  and  I 
believe  he  will  visit  the  Mountain  by 
Thanksgiving." 

Since  the  visit  of  the  committee  to 
the  White  House,  Bishop  Gailor  has  re- 
ceived a  communication  from  the 
President  saying  that  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  him  to  come  to  Sewanee  in 
June,  but  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be 
able  to  visit  the  Mountain  by  next  fall.

Admiral  Grayson  Now 

Chief  of  Red  Cross 


"Cary  Travers  Grayson — Doctor  to 
the  Nation."  So  reads  a  heading  un- 
derneath a  picture  of  Admiral  Cary 
T.  Grayson,  '03,  which  is  printed  with 
an  article  appearing  in  the  New  York 
Times  Magazine  of  February  24.  Ad- 
miral Grayson  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  to  serve  as  National 
Chairman  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
to  succeed  John  Barton  Payne  who 
died  in  January.  Admiral  Grayson  took 
office  on  March  1. 

Admiral  Grayson's  first  presidential 
summons  came  from  President  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt  and  for  thirteen  years 
he  watched  the  health  of  three  Presi- 
dents: Roosevelt,  Taft,  and  Wilson. 
Now,  another  President  Roosevelt  has 
called  him  to  safeguard  the  health  of 
the  nation. 

Admiral  Grayson  has  had  a  very  ac- 
tive career  and  has  been  engaged  in 
service  to  many  medical,  philanthropic, 
and  educational  institutions.  He  be- 
came medical  director  of  the  Navy  with 
the  rank  of  Rear  Admiral  in  1916  and 
retired  from  the  Navy  in  1928.  He  was 
born  in  Culpeper  County,  Va.,  and  was 
awarded  two  degrees,  Ph.G.  and  M.D., 
by  the  University  in  1903. 


SEWANEE'S  SONS 

(Letter  in  Time  on  March  4,  1935) 

Sirs: 

Your  account  of  Roosevelt.  II,  lunch- 
ing with  Admiral-Squire-Doctor-So- 
cialite Cary  Travers  Grayson,  U.  S.  N., 
retired,  newly  appointed  head  of  the 
Red  Cross  (Time,  Feb.  18),  recalls  a 
breakfast  with  President  Roosevelt,  I, 
in  the  White  House  years  ago  when 
Dr.  Grayson  and  two  other  men  were 
guests  of  President  Theodore  R. 

The  President  asked  Grayson  what 
his  college  was.  He  said,  "The  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  at  Sewanee,  Ten- 
nessee." Turning  to  his  aide,  Archie 
Butt,  the  President  said,  "Why,  that  is 
your  college,  too,"  and  Major  Butt 
nodded  assent.  Then  turning  to  his 
third  guest,  the  Surgeon-General  Wil- 
liam C.  Gorgas,  without  whom  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  could  not  have  been  built, 
"And  where  were  you  educated, 
Gorgas?"  the  President  asked.

ALUMNI  AND  STUDENTS 

Influencing  the  right  type  of  student 
to  come  to  Sewanee  is  one  of  the  best 
ways  in  which  alumni  can  help  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  the  University. 
The  following  statement  has  been  is- 
sued by  the  Enrollment  Office  of  the 
University  concerning  the  prospects  for 
next  fall. 

Showing  what  can  be  done  by  alum- 
ni in  the  procuring  of  students  for  the 
University,  a  rather  remarkable  at- 
tainment has  been  made  by  some  of 
the  Birmingham  alumni  working  in 
conjunction  with  Birmingham  boys 
now  in  the  University  in  the  procur- 
ing of  names  of  potential  students  to 
the  number  of  about  thirty.  In  most 
instances  these  boys  have  already  been 
contacted  either  by  students  or  the 
alumni  in  Birmingham,  and  three  of 
them  have  already  been  enrolled.  It 
is  this  kind  of  work  that  is  leading  us

to  expect  that  with  such  cooperation 
in  some  of  the  other  centers,  we  will 
have  a  capacity  freshman  class  this 
year. 

There  are  on  record  at  the  present 
time  in  the  Enrollment  Office  some  416 
inquiries,  the  writers  of  275  of  which 
are  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Flint- 
off.  There  are  five  cities  from  which 
there  are  at  least  ten  inquiries  and  a 
great  many  from  which  there  are  three 
or  more.  In  all,  the  inquiries  come 
from  thirty-six  states.  There  has  also 
been  an  unusual  number  of  inquiries 
with  relation  to  transfers.  In  all  cases 
literature  has  been  sent  in  response  to 
inquiries,  and  a  daily  graph  or  map  is 
being  kept  on  locations.  Recently  an 
educational  magazine  entitled  "Educa- 
tion in  the  Southeast"  carried  a  page 
on  the  University,  its  courses,  and  at- 
tractions, and  as  a  result  ninety-nine 
inquiries  were  had  from  seven  states. 

The  freshman  class  this  year  will  not 
exceed  125  new  men,  the  total  board- 
ing capacity  of  the  University  being 
250.  If  there  are  names  to  which  you 
want  literature  sent  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  send  them  at  once  to  Mr. 
H.  R.  Flintoff,  Assistant  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  in  order  that  as  many  en- 
rollments as  possible  may  be  complet- 
ed before   summer. 
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DUES  ARE  DUE! 

We  recently  heard  of  an  enterpris- 
ing alumni  secretary  who  coined  a  new 
word:  "Doozerdoo."  We  wish  we  had 
thought  of  it  first,  but  anyway  it  is  a 
good  idea  and  one  that  is  particularly 
applicable  right  now.

UNIVERSITY   RECEIVES  GIFTS 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  in  Atlanta,  Vice-Chancel- 
lor B.  F.  Finney  reported  that  the  Uni- 
versity has  received  $99,000  since  Sep- 
tember 1st  in  the  form  of  legacies,  gifts, 
grants,  and  payments  on  pledges.  Of  I 
this  amount,  approximately  $5,000  can 
be  used  for  current  expenses  and  the 
remainder  is  to  be  used  for  plant  con- 
struction, endowment  funds,  and  schol- 
arship endowment  funds.  Among  the 
larger  gifts  are:  The  Agnes  Z.  Car- 
penter Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  of 
$51,112.00,  the  income  to  be  used  for 
scholarships  for  theological  students,  a 
grant  of  $25,000  from  the  General  Ed- 
ucation Board  for  the  remodeling  of 
the  Library,  and  a  musical  set  from 
the  Carnegie  Corporation  valued  at 
$2,500.  In  addition  to  these,  a  number 
of  miscellaneous  gifts  have  been  re- 
ceived from  friends  and  alumni  of  the 
University.

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Alumnus  Defends  Fraternities 

The  recent  discussion  in  the  New 
York  Times  regarding  the  college  fra- 
ternity elicited  a  defense  of  that  or- 
ganization from  a  Sewanee  alumnus, 
Mr.  Robert  Gibson,  '87,  of  Tappan,  New 
York,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  fraternity.  Mr.  Gibson's 
letter  was  printed  in  the  New  York 
Times  on  Sunday,  February  24,  and  is 
as  follows: 

"It  seems  to  me  that  your  Sunday 
articles  on  'College  Fraternities'  are  too 
broad  and  not  sufficiently  discriminat- 
ing. None  of  the  objections  noted  ap- 
ply, for  instance,  to  the  fraternities  at 
the  University  of  the  South,  where  the 
fraternities  are  thoroughly  'integrated 
with  the  institution.'  They  are  most 
valuable  adjuncts  to  the  intellectual 
life  of  the  students  who  live  in  halls 
presided  over  by  gentlewomen.  The 
chapter  houses  are  merely  meeting 
places  for  intellectual  and  social  co- 
operation. The  small  expense  is  easily 
borne."

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SUMMER   SCHOOL   REINSTATED 

After  an  interim  of  five  years,  the 
University  will  again  have  a  summer 
session.  A  term  of  six  weeks  has  been 
decided  upon,  from  June  17th  through 
July  27th.  The  curriculum  has  been 
made  more  elaborate  than  in  former 
summers  and  will  include  courses  in 
Education  and  Sociology,  not  taught  in 
the  regular  session  of  the  University. 
Other  departments  will  be:  English, 
History,  Economics,  Philosophy,  Modern 


Languages,  Classics,  Physics,  Chemis- 
try, and  Mathematics.  Courses  will  be 
of  the  value  of  two  or  three  semester 
hours.  Prof.  Henry  M.  Gass  of  the  De- 
partment of  Greek  has  been  appointed 
as  Dean  of  the  Summer  Term.  Plans 
for  publicity  are  being  rapidly  ma- 
tured and  many  signs  point  to  immed- 
iate success  for  this  very  vital  activity 
of  the  University. 
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Fitz  Gets  Extensive  Publicity 
The  death  of  Fitz,  Sewanee's  famous 
canine  scholar,  which  was  announced 
in  the  last  issue  as  occuring  just  as  the 
News  went  to  press,  was  accorded  a 
great  deal  of  space  by  the  newspapers. 
The  story  of  the  dog  with  the  charge 
account  was  sent  out  over  the  wires 
of  the  Associated  Press  and  was  copied 
by  newspapers  all  over  the  country.  It 
made  the  first  page  of  the  New  York 
Herald-Tribune,  the  Sunday  edition  of 
the  New  York  Times,  and  was  broad- 
cast over  the  NBC  network. 

Dr.  George  M.  Baker,  who  was  Fitz's 
especial  patron,  received  a  large  num- 
ber of  letters  and  newspaper  clippings 
from  alumni  and  friends,  who  express- 
ed sympathy  and  regret  at  the  de- 
parture of  one  of  Sewanee's  most 
colorful   campus   figures.

GERMAN  CLUB  RESERVE  FUND 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Sewanee 
German  Club,  it  was  voted  to  establish 
a  Sewanee  German  Club  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  stabilizing  the  fi- 
nancial status  of  the  club  and  of  enab- 
ling the  club  to  reduce,  gradually,  the 
price  of  tickets  for  all  dances.  The 
club  was  reorganized  last  fall  on  a 
permanent  basis  and  has  a  member- 
ship of  over  125  students.  Members  of 
the  club  are  entitled  to  a  general 
twenty-five  per  cent  reduction  on 
dance  tickets.  The  club  closed  the 
first  half  of  the  school  year  with  over 
$500.00  in  the  bank  and  voted  to  set 
aside  $300.00  of  this  sum  in  the  reserve 
fund.  The  money  in  this  fund  is  to  be 
used  in  cases  of  emergency  only.  The 
club  hopes  to  increase  the  amount  in 
the  reserve  fund  to  $500.00  within  the 
next  year.  After  this  amount  has  been 
acquired  each  member  of  the  club  wili 
benefit  through  a  further  reduction  in 
the  price  of  dance  tickets. 
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DEBATE  COUNCIL 
Debates  arte  being  held  this  year 
with  thirteen  colleges  with  which  sev- 
enteen debates  are  scheduled.  Begin- 
ning on  February  27,  the  season  ends 
with  Bucknell  at  Sewanee  on  April  18. 
Seventeen  men  are  used  for  these  con- 
tests, it  being  the  aim  of  the  Council 
to  present  a  different  team  on  each  oc- 
casion. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Professor 
of  Public  Speaking,  intercollegiate  de- 
bating is  managed  by  a  Debate  Coun- 
cil, which  is  composed  of  men  who  took 
part  in  debates  last  year.  The  mem- 
bers this  year  are:  Harrison,  President; 
Sears,  Secretary;  McKenzie,  Alligood, 
Powell,  Johnston,  Lumpkin,  and  Frank- 
lin. There  are  eleven  freshman  mem- 
bers of  the  squad. 
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CONFERENCE  CONTROVERSY 
There  has  been  considerable  discus- 
sion this  year  about  the  proposal  that 
Sewanee  withdraw  from  the  South- 
eastern Conference.  While  the  discus- 
sion is  a  healthy  thing,  it  is  hard  to  see 
how  the  proposition  can  be  seriously 
considered.  Objections  to  it  from  both 
the  practical  and  ideal  viewpoint  are 
very  strong. 

On  the  practical  side,  there  is  the 
fact  that  the  means  of  support  of  minor 
and  intramural  sports  and  the  physi- 
cal education  department  would  be  cut 
off,  unless  special  endowment  were  set 
up  for  them.  Much  publicity,  which 
participation  in  a  smaller  conference 
would  not  give,  would  be  lost.  Nor  is 
the  present  system  deplored  by  the 
team  members  themselves;  in  fact,  they 
unanimously  put  in  writing  their  oppo- 
sition to  withdrawal,  and  many  defi- 
nitely resented  such  a  proposal. 

Ideally  speaking,  it  would  hardly  be 
showing  the  Sewanee  spirit  to  abandon 
the  field  to  unbridled  commercialism 
in  college  athletics.  The  background  of 
Sewanee's  glorious  part  as  one  of  the 
three  or  four  original  promoters  of  in- 
tercollegiate athletics  in  the  south 
alone  gives  her  a  proud  place  among 
southern  colleges  and  universities. 
Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  Sewanee  in 
its  present  stage  is  a  small  liberal  arts 
college.  When  she  ceases  to  aim  at 
the  best  and  compete  with  the  best,  in 
athletics  as  in  other  fields,  she  will  be 
just  another  college.  To  sever  one  of 
the  connections  which  keeps  Sewanee 
out  of  this  class  would  be  a  step  that, 
once  taken,  would  probably  be  irrep- 
arable. Something  priceless  that  is 
part  of  her  heritage  would  be  lost. 
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Varsity  Basketball  Season 
The  season  just  closed  was  too  true 
to  the  form  of  Sewanee's  last  few  years 
of  basketball.  A  rather  encouraging 
start  was  made,  despite  a  one-sided  de- 
feat by  the  strong  Clemson  five.  The 
second  game  saw  the  Tigers  win  their 
first  Southeastern  Conference  major 
sport  victory  when  Auburn  was  down- 
ed by  one  point  in  a  thrilling  game. 
The  team  showed  plenty  of  fight  and 
flashes  of  fair  basketball,  but  was  in- 
consistent during  most  of  the  season. 
Beckley  College  (W.  Va.)  was  defeat- 
ed immediately  following  the  Auburn 
game,  but  thereafter  came  a  string  of 
defeats.  Union,  T.  P.  I.,  and  Ogle- 
thorpe were  engaged  outside  of  the 
Conference,  and  Vanderbilt,  Auburn, 
Mississippi,  and  Georgia  Tech  withm 
it.  Coach  Lincoln  was  seriously  ill 
during  a  considerable  part  of  the  sea- 
son. 

A  hopeful  fact  is  that  of  the  regular 
first  string  not  a  single  man  will  be  lost 
by  graduation.  Pearson,  Craighill,  and 
Sparkman  are  juniors,  and  Colmore, 
Shelton,  and  Dedinan  sophomores. 
These  boys  have  possibilities,  and  an- 
other year  should  show  distinct  im- 
provement. Only  Tate  and  Chitty  of 
the  squad  were  seniors.

INTRAMURAL   BASKETBALL 

The  1935  intramural  basketball  sea- 
son well  upheld  the  high  standard  set 
during  ihe  past  few  seasons.  Interest 
was  high,  all  nine  fraternities  entering 
teams.  Each  team  played  the  others 
once,  and  each  team  won  at  least  one 
game.  Pre-season  dope  made  Sigma 
Nu  a  slight  favorite,  with  the  defend- 
ing champion,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon, 
and  Pi  Kappa  Phi  rated  just  below. 
The  other  teams  were  more  evenly 
matched  than  ever  before,  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  particularly  showing  improve- 
ment. Competition  was  keen  and 
there  were  some  notable  upsets,  but  Sig- 
ma Nu  outclassed  the  field,  winning  all 
their  games  by  decisive  margins.  Sec- 
ond place  went  to  Pi  Kappa  Phi  with 
two  losses  when  Sigma  Nu  in  the 
last  game  of  the  season  defeated  Sig- 
ma Alpha  Epsilon,  who  was  thereby 
put  in  a  tie  with  Kappa  Sigma  for  third 
place. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  an  all-star 
squad  was  chosen  by  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  all  the  teams.  On  the  first  team 
were  Yancey  (SN)  and  L.  Thompson 
(PKP),  forwards;  Rosenthal  (PKP), 
center;  and  J.  Kellermann  (KS)  and 
Peckham    (PGD),  guards.

By  virtue  of  winning  five  out  of  eight 
games,  the  freshman  basketball  team 
had  a  successful  season.

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SPRING   FOOTBALL 

The  first  call  for  spring  football,  Feb- 
ruary 25,  brought  out  the  good  number 
of  twenty-five  candidates  for  the  1935 
team.  There  was  a  falling  off  from 
this,  but  the  number  came  back  up 
with  the  close  of  the  basketball  season 
on  March  2.  Work  is  starting  a  little 
earlier  than  usual,  for  Coach  Hek 
Clark  is  especially  anxious  to  get  in  a 
good  spring  practice  this  year.  The 
schedule  next  fall  dispenses  with  the 
usual  type  of  opening  game  and  starts 
with  a  conference  foe,  Georgia  Tech. 

Prospects  are  brighter  than  a  year 
ago,  with  at  least  two  letter  men  back 
at  each  position  and  losses  from  gradu- 
ation relatively  light.  There  will  not 
be  many  reserves  from  last  year  on 
hand,  but  a  number  of  promising  fresh- 
men are  coming  up.  The  schedule 
these  boys  face  is  a  hard  one,  as  Se- 
wanee's always  is,  but  it  is  unusually 
well  arranged.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 
Membership: 

Our  records  for  1933-34  show  314  ac- 
tive members  which  is  an  increase  of 
seven  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
This  number  represents  less  than  ten 
per  cent  of  our  total  alumni. 
Alumni   Fund: 

The  sum  of  $682.00  was  contributed 
by  179  members  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  to  the  Alumni  Fund  for  1933- 
1934.  This  is  an  increase  over  1932-33 
of  seven  contributors  and  $134.00  in 
amount  contributed.  This  sum  repre- 
sents the  interest  on  an  endowment 
fund  of  $14,532.00,  taking  the  average 
rate  of  interest  earned  by  all  Univer- 
sity funds. 

The  Alumni  Council  disposed  of  this 
fund  in  the  following  manner:  $500.00 
was  given  to  the  University  for  cur- 
rent operating  expenses  and  $182.00 
was  added  to  the  Associated  Alumni 
Endowment  Fund,  the  interest  on  which 
goes  to  the  University.  The  Associa- 
ted Alumni  Endowment  Fund  now 
amounts  to  $1,833.00. 
Class   Leaders: 

During  the  past  year  over  forty  class 
leaders   were    active   and   some    classes 
had  both  an  active  president  and  sec- 
retary. 
Other  Activities: 

The    alumni    office    distributed    some 
15,000  pieces   of  mail   during  the   year. 
The     office     began     keeping     correct 
mailing  lists  for  all  fraternities. 

The  President's  Cup  was  established. 
This  cup  is  given  annually  to  the  fra- 
ternity having  the  largest  percentage  of 
alumni  enrolled  as  active  members  of 
the  Associated  Alumni. 

Other  activities  were  directing  alum- 
ni affairs  during  commencement,  con- 
ducting the  election  of  alumni  repre- 
sentatives on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Board  of  Regents,  and  the  Athletic 
Board  of  Control,  handling  the  Alumni 
Student  Loan  Fund,  and  other  matters 
that  are  of  value  to  the  University  and 
to  the  alumni.
